not actually at war. Best gauge of 
that trend comes from the Uniform 
Crime Reports collected by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation in Wash- 
ington. Its figures for 1940 show an 
uptrend of 2.2 per cent over the crime

now at war. Within a matter of weeks, 
levelopments may come in north- 
eastern Asia that will make Alaskan 
defense even more important

Suppose Japan seizes the opportun- 
ty, in the true Axis tradition, to 
stab in the back a Russia being beat- 
en to its knees by the German on- 
slaught. Then the Russian aviation 
and naval bases which lie almost 
within sight of American territory 
n Alaska would be in Japanese hands. 
Suppose Germany completely beats 
Russia, and, moves eastward to the 
Pacific; 
then we would have 
the 


tfazis directly across the narrow chan- 
lel where Asia and North America 
say "Hello!" at the Diomed Islands. 
Suppose Russia beats Germany, and, 
swollen with power, turns on Japan, 
taking over more 
of 
eastern Asia 


than she now has, building more 
bases on the "short line across the 
top of the world" that leads to Amer- 


a? 
Any of these things could hap- 


pen; and none of them would make 
Alaska any safer. Our new Alaskan 
bases are being rushed, and splen- 
did progress is being made in equip- 
ping them. But the whole vast ter- 
ritory is almost entirely dependent on 
ships for support, both in a military 
and in a civil sense. Ships arc get- 
ting scarce; they may be scarcer bo- 
fore this war is over.

officer of the Texarkana carpenters 
union Friday night in branding as un- 
true charges of Hope, Ark., carpenters 
that the Texarkana union was at- 
tempting to block a carpenters organ- 
ization move in the Hempstead county 
scat town. 


C. O. DeSautell of Amarillo, Texas, 


representing the International 
Hod 


Carriers, Building and Common La- 
borers of America, told the Texarkana 
Central Trades and Labor Council 
meeting that all international unions 
were placing areas having no unions 
under the jurisdiction of nearby towns 
where the same type of unions al- 
ready were organized and prepared 
to supply and control labor in their 


reas. 


Raps Hope Group 


DeSautell was joined in the state- 


ment by Jess Bentley, business agent 
for union carpenters' union in Tex- 
arkana, who explained 
his union 


merely intended to carry out the order 
of the international office at Indianap- 
olis, Ind. Bentley said carpenters at 
Hope had lost by suspension three 
charters within the immediate past, 
and said they probably would be re- 
fused a fourth. 


Bentley explained that all union 


carpenters at Hope would be eligible 
for membership in 
the 
Texarkana 


union and would, by virtue of living 
in the county where the government 
proving ground is to be built, be 
granted priority in employment on the 
project. 


DeSaulell asked "by what stretch of 


the imagination can 15 men hope to 
voice a request that the government 
project be declared as on open shop, 
when probably thousands of carpen- 
ters will be needed on the job?" 


Quote Wage Scale 


DeSautell said he attended a meet- 


ing Friday in Little Rock at which 
the wage scale for the Hope area was 
set up. The scale of 51.25 per hour for 
carpenters was agreed upon by rep- 
resentatives of the contractor of the 
proving ground project, officials of 
the army ;md the Office of Produc- 
tion Management, and national labor 
representatives. 


DeSautell explained the outcome of 


the meeting was a test case of setting 
and regulating wage rates in order to 
speed up defense projects and to elim- 
inate all friction. It was to inaugurate 
a new labor system whereby one city 
will be designated as a reservoir of 
labor for u given area, and Little Rock 
was so designated for the state of Ar- 
kansas, DeSautell said, and prevailing 
wage rates in that city will be the 
scale for the rest pf Arkansas.

Navy "Drafts" Millionaires' Yachts and 
Luxury Liners as Floating Bases

S. Navy as an auxiliary part of the 
fighting fleets. 


And that's the new drama of the 


sea"—the drama of naval preparedness I 
that takes the greatest home-built pas-1 
senger liner like the "America" and , 
makes of it a transport for soldieis, i s. 
and marines. Or takes Harold Van- 
derbilt's yacht "Vera," converted into 
a submarine chaser. It's a drama that 
is costing hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars on top of what is being spent for 
the fgihting vessels of the expanding 
American navy. 


.These converted ships are called by 


the humble name of "auxiliaries," but 
rio navy could survive for long at sea 
if it were not for those same aux- 
iliaries. When a battle fleet is at its 
home station, it gets all its supplies 
from the naval base. But when the 
fleet is at sea, the auxiliaries form 
what is virtually a floaing naval base 
for the fighting ships.

They carry almost everything the 


latter will need. Transports carry sold- 
iers and marines for landing parties. 
Hospital ships are ready to care for 
the sick and wounded. The tankers, 
officially called 'oilers," carry fuel oil 
for the boilers of the warships, Diesel 
oil for submarines, lubrxating c.ils for 
the machinery, and gasoline for the 
fleet air arm. 
. One-time freight vessels, changed so 
their former owners would hardly 
know them, have become ammunition 
and store ships, seaplane tenders, sub- 
marine tenders and destroyers tenders. 
Yachts are now submarine chasers 
or dispatch boats. Fishing trawlers 
Have become mine sweepers. Other 
smaller, swifter vessels, like the yachts 
hiave been converted into submarine 
chasers. 


Tenders Vital to Navy's Arms 


A seaplane tender is designed to 


serve as a mobile base for 24 large 
naval patrol seaplanes which may be 
either bombers or scouting planes. It 
permits the patrol planes to accom- 
psny the fleet wherever it goes. They 
are, howevel, not carried by the ten- 
der, but the ship is equipped lo hoist 
a plane on deck for repairs and also 
to pick up damaged planes. It has 
hiarrac for the crews of the planes 
and also carries supplies of gasoline, 
bombs and spare parts. 


Destroyers are comparatively small 


vessels with a considerable part of the 
interior devoted to engines and boil- 
ers. They carry a large armament of 
guns and torpedoes which necessitate 
operation by a comparatively large 
crew. There is, therefore, small room 
for adequate quarters for the men and 
for the storage of necessary food and 
other things. That is where the de- 
stroyer tender comes in. It is the 
"moth»r ship" where extra supplies 
are kept and where the officers and 
crews can have better bathing and 
sleeping quarters. 


What is true of the destroyers is 


even more true of submarines. Hence 
the submarine tender which takes 
care of supplies and also has resting 
quarters for the parts of the crews 
who alternate in going aboard her. 
Sea-going fleet tugs are used when the 
fleet goes through narrow straits or 
narrow entrances to harbors. 
The 


freighters, converted 
into ammuni- 


tion or general store ships, carry am- 
munition for the fighting craft and 
qlso supplies of food, refrigerator 
vessels being loaded with fresh meat, 
fish, fruit, milk and vegetables for the 
men.

Constantly Growing 


When an American battle fleet is on 


practice cruise, the pace is often 
leisurely, being keyed to the speed 
of the slower vessels. 


In war time, if the scouts of a bat- 


tle fleet give notice that an enemy is 
near, the order is given for full speed 
ahead. Then the auxiliaries are drop- 
ped behind. Being almost unarmed, 
they would be an easy target for an 
enemy and would also only be in the 
way in case of a battle.

fleet is constantly growing, because 
of the planned growth of the fleet it- 
self.

Boll Weevils Hit 
Cotton 
in Hempstead 


County Agent 
Reports Signs 
Throughout 
County Farms 


Boll weevils that passed the winter 


in or around fields have shown up in 
cotton fields in all sections of Hemp- 
stcad county this year according to 
reports received from farmers at the 
county agent's office. The appearance 
of Iho weevils was considerable earlier 
this year than normal. 


Most of the weevils of the brood 


are dead now as most of them die 
with! ntwo weeks after cotton berins 
setting squares. Folloing the activity 
of this group of weevils there is a 
period of very little nijury to the cot- 
ton. 
Injured squares may not floro 


until a week or more after they arc 
punctured. 


Weevil activity is renewed with ap- 


parent suddenness as adults of the 
first brood mature. This is the be- 
ginning of the second period of in- 
festation, and about 30 days after the 
first setting of squares. Upon leaving 
the squares in which they developed, 
the grown weevils feed on the nearest 
squares and at first migrate but little. 
When weevils have attained sexual 
maturity, however, they 
begin to 


migrate, destroying cotton as they go. 
As a rule this migration is direct, that 
is lo the nearest cotton, and is not 
characterized by long 
flights 
into 


other parts of the field. The presence 
of large numbers of pupae in fallen 
cquares indivates when a new brood 
of weevils is about to appear. 


It is important that calcium arsenals 


dust applications 
should 
be made 


when weevils are most active and in 
spots where infestations are known 
to occur. Beeping a close watch on 
cevils and poisoning at the proper 
time is very necessary.
